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THE RHODES MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


C.F. Inggs * 


Even when the town of Douglas was small there was 
always a yearning for reading matter. Books were inter- 
changed between the villages and farmers but it was felt 
that there was a real necessity for a library. 


In about 1887 Dr. David Ireland, 
M.D., District Surgeon, interested 
himself in this matter and having 
obtained a collection of books, a 
room in ’Williams Chambers’ - an 
annex to the Douglas hotel - was 
used as a reading place. This was 
run by voluntary. workers and after 
several years quite a number of good 
books had been acquired through pub- 
lic subscription. 

During 1898, though still a youth, 
I wrote to Mr. Andrew Carnegie, the 
well known Scottish philanthropist 
asking him for financial assistance 
towards the building of a’‘suitable 
library. He was quite prepared to 
assist though there would be certain 
conditions. I handed over the cor- 
respondence to the newly constituted 
Village Management Board but they 
were not prepared at that time to 
guarantee a nominal yearly sum for 
its upkeep and the offer fell away. 

When Douglas was occupied by the 
Republican forces in 1899, many of 
the library books were destroyed and 
scattered. A young gunner in the 
Royal Canadian Artillery, passing 
through the village with Sir Charles 


Warren’s column, picked up a book 
belonging to the library. Nearly 50 
years later, the youth, now the Rev- 
erend Roderick Jackson, of Kan- 
sas City, U.S.A. personally handed n 
the book to the librarian, Mrs. C. 
Buxton. 

In 1900 the British re-occupied 
Douglas and the residents were per- 
mitted to use their reading room. 
During 1903 with the gift of the 
military books and a number donated 
by the Kimberley public library, and 
others obtained by public subscrip- 
tion a library was opened in two 
small rooms on the site of the pre- 
sent Barclays Bank premises. My 
brother, Mr. Vincent, R. Inggs, was 
appointed librarian and secretary, 
followed by Miss Hetty Liebenberg 
and Mr. James Walker. The library 
remained in this building for eleven 
years 

After the death of the Rt. Hon. 
Cecil John Rhodes, P.C., who had re- 
presented Douglas in the Cape House 
of Assembly for 20 years, Lt. Col. 
Arthur Willie Cumming, D.S.0., 0.B.E 
collected various sums of money 
for the purpose of a memorial to the

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memory of Mr. Rhodes. I was person- 
ally interested in this project. It 
was felt that the village needed a 
public hall (the school room had be- 
come too small) for public functions 
and it was decided to build a suit- 
able hall in which the library could 
be incorporated and dedicated to the 
memory of Mr. Rhodes. 


HARD WORK 


It took many years of hard work to 
raise the required amount and as the 
need of a hall became an urgent 
necessity, Col. Cumming, my father, 
Mr. Charles Robert Inggs, Dr. Robert 
Broom, F.R.S., Mr. Charles Edwin 
Blanckenberg, Mr. Lional Neethling 
and Mr. Evelyn Fincham guaranteed a 
sum of money and the building was 
completed in 1914 

The main hall for several years 
was used for all public functions, 
one of which was a public banquet 
and ball for the opening of the 
Railway. 

Books were shelved in the anti- 
rooms and Miss Annie Turner was 
appointed librarian, followed by 
Mrs. C. Buxton who has held this 
position for more than 32 years 

In 1928 a coterie endeavoured to

get the library committee to sell the 
memorial to Rhodes to the municipali- 
ty for £1,250 and use the money to 
build a club house and the recrea- 
tion ground in which the books could 
be housed, but certain subscribers 
threatened legal action, consequet- 
ly the scheme did not materialize 


AFRICANA 


The library now possesses several 
thousand books and some good Africa- 
na - an uncommon portrait of Mr. 
Rhodes, an enlargement of Col. Cumm- 
ing, a fine oil painting of a road 
near Griquatown, (by the Rev. John 
Alliston one time rector of the 
Anglican church at Douglas) and 
other interesting relics of the past 

Sterling services were rendered by 
these people (some now dead), such 
as Col. Cumming, Mr. Charles R. 
Inggs, the Rev. David Hamer, A.J 
and Pieter Roos, Dr. Charles Phil- 
lips, Dr. Robert Broom, Lional J 
Neethling, Arthur Leeson, Mrs. Johan- 
na van Niekerk, Mrs. Alexandria Sy- 
monds, and in later years Mr B 
Rode, Mrs. N. Reynolds and Mr. W.K 
Dugmore. These names should be per- 
petuated in the annals of the Rhodes 
Memorial Library

Nadat dair baie inisiatief deur die stigterslade aan 
die dag gelé is, is die Carnegie-biblioteek in 1912 ge- 


open. Vyftienhonderd pond 


is van die Carnegie-kor- 


porasie vir die oprigting van n gebou verkry op voorwaar- 


de dat dit vry sou wees. 


Die kerkraad het die perseel ge- 
skenk en n mooi ruim gebou is opge- 
rig. (Selfs vandag, nadat die 
dorp gegroei het tot die tweede 
grootste in die Swartland, het dit 
slegs n projeksiekamer nodig om aan 
die huidige behoeftes te voldoen). 
Daarbenewens het hulle begin met n 
balans van £200 in die bank! 

Tog was daar n gedurige stryd om 
fondse in te samel. Hulle het die 
bepaling dat geen subskripsie gevra 
mag word nie, gemaklik omseil deur n 
donasie van tenminste 5/- per boek 
per jaar van elkeen te eis wat wou 
lees! 

Maar gedurende die dertigejare 
tydperk van depressie en droogte - 
begin dinge skeef te loop en in 1933 
is die skuld £66. Drastiese stappe 
word aangewend : die salaris van die 
bibliotekaresse word verminder tot 
£1.10 per maand - uitvee en afstof 
ingesluit. Aandure word afgeskaf om 
elektrisiteit te bespaar en om die 
bibliotekaresse aan te spoor ter 
verkryging van meer donasies, ont- 
vang sy 10% op alle gelde ingesamel. 
Die dorp word in wyke verdeel en 


elke komiteelid kry n wyk om te be- 
arbei! 

Ondersteuning van die publiek bly 
maar flou. Die onderwysers sé hulle 
het genoeg boeke om in die’ skool- 
biblioteek te lees en die ander men- 
se sé hulle lees tog nie en wil dus 
nie bydraes lewer nie! Die Provin- 
siale toelaag word met 25% besnoei, 
maar die Munisipaliteit dra darem 
£16 per jaar by. In 1933 is slegs 
46 nuwe boeke aangekoop en die lede- 
tal was maar 56. Gedurende daardie 
jaar was die boeksirkulasie 75 ver- 
halende lektuur en 10 vakliteratuur 
per maand en het gemiddeld 10-15 
persone die biblioteek daagliks be- 
soek!

DESPERAAT

THE JUNIOR COMMITTEE OF THE

In our present time it is practi- 
cally impossible to think of our 
community without our young people. 
We are fully aware of the fact that 
those boys and girls, who are in the 
high schools preparing for a senior 
or junior certificate, will be the 
probable leaders of the future. 
They will inherit from us the offi- 
ces which we fill today. Those boys 
and girls who are seriously studying 
to matriculate and have their own 
ideals, may be our laywers, our 
school teachers, our ministers, our 
members of Parliament or Senators, 
our city councillors or mayors, of 
tomorrow. So no community can be 
thought of without them as they will 
play such an important part in our 
civilization. 


Are we, as adults, fully aware of 
this fact? Oh yes, I know and we 
have seen proof of it time and time 
again that to carry responsibility 
is not for the person who has not 
been through the mill of experience. 
However, we must remember that the 
responsibility of a librarian is not 
purely to study book selections and 
all the other techniques of libra- 
rianship, but that the librarian of 
a public library has a much greater 
responsibility in preparing the 


young people for life. Education is, 
after all, the making of a character, 
the preparation for a life of respon- 
sibility, and the sooner the young 
people understand this responsibili- 
ty of good citizenship, the better 
it will be. This has to be achieved 
in the schools, certainly there is 
no doubt about that; further, at 
home the guidance and influence of 
the parents is also very important 
in the development of a child’s char- 
acter. The librarian also plays 
a most interesting part in form- 
ing of a young person’s life. 

It was particularly this respon- 
sibility that led me to contact the 
principals of all the High Schools 
in East London and explain my pur- 
pose to them at a meeting which was 
held. The principals of some of the 
High Schools, and I am happy to say 
most of them, were very enthusiastic 
about it. We had only one High 
School, namely the Convent, which 
was not interested, but otherwise 
all the schools were most co-opera- 
tive and agreed to send two dele- 
gates. 


PROPAGANDA 


The next step was to call a meet- 
ing of the delegates which consisted

All books 
had their covers ruthlessly ripped

off, as slips of thin paper from the 
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outside world could be concealed in 
the thick covers by splitting them 
open and then skilfully re-sealing 
them. Quite often there would be 
some put on one side as "unsuitable" 
for p.o.w. consumption. But’ there 
are ways and means. Several of our 
officers were always present to see 
that Red Cross goods were not pur- 
loined - as not infrequently happen- 
ed 

By obtaining an imprint of the of- 
ficial Italian censor stamp through 
devious ways an excellent duplicate 
was made by someone who could quali- 
fy as a professional forger. When 
backs were turned, occassionally it 
was possible to apply the false 
stamp by someone with sleight of 
hand that would arouse the admira- 
tion of a conjuror. In this way our 
library acquired some "banned" books, 
and I came across one or two that 
were startlingly anti-Axis in a few 
pages 

Gradually the officials allowed 
certain innocuous illustrated perio- 
dicals to enter the camp such as 
"Il Populo Romano". By purchasing 
brown paper at exorbitant prices 
(some Italian merchants in Modena 
benefited there), all books were 
bound in a drab sameness which how- 
ever preserved them in circulation. 

There were also several rough 
tressels for reading tables and 
scarred wooden benches which had 
survived the rigours of war. On 
these tables magazines and periodi- 
cals were placed, including copies 
of The Outcrop with a notice inside 
"Not to be removed from the library" 
Pooks could be taken out and entered 
in an exercise book with the borrow- 
er’s name, number and rank. One or 
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two other periodicals found their 
way in (but kept out of sight in 
case of one of those sudden periodic 
searches for forbidden articles by 
the guards) 

I made friends rather surrepti- 
tiously, part of my job,with one of 
our guards by bribing him with a 
few small Red Cross luxuries kept 
for that purpose by ourselves, and 
so obtained forbidden newspapers 
etc. I left a piece of soap hid- 
den in our wash room. He came later 
and replaced it with contraband. 

When the Italians, constantly sus- 
pecting illegal things were happen- 
ing, tightened their security the 
guard became frightened. He was al- 
so liable to a search. He wanted to 
stop. I gave him a friendly veiled 
hint that if he did not comply with 
my requests the Commandante might 
hear of his activities. I might 
have a spell in the "cooler" - but 
worse things could happen to him - 
and he had a family. (War is a dir- 
ty business) 

Gradually our store of papers and 
periodicals grew until we had quite 
an array on the walls, titles print- 
ed on them and roughly classified 
according to their contents. The 
books were mostly novels, biogra- 
phies, travel books and those on 
"how-to-make" things. 

When the Germans suddenly took 
over the camp when Italy capitulated 
in September 1943 and all p.o.w.’s 
taken to Germany, I escaped in time 
with my magazines on which I had 
spent so much work and hid them 
with a friendly Italian family be- 
fore moving southwards to our own 
lines

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NEWS FROM THE REGIONS 
NUUS UIT DIE STREKE 


GEORGE: 


George region has progressed well 
over the past few months, with the 
high-light of the period undoubtedly 
the opening of the Knysna Library 
The re-organising of the books took 
place way back in May, but re- 
juvenating the building took a 
little longer, and it was not until 
the last week in July that the doors 
were opened to the public. In the 
meantime the interior had undergone 
some radical changes, one Knysna-ite 
even acusing us of using our station- 
wagon to knock a hole in one wall! 
Books which for years had lived a 
rather dusty existence, out of reach 
of all but Potgieter, descended to 
standard height shelves. The new 
shelving and counter does credit to 
a place famous for its wood. 

Perhaps the greatest change is in 
the old Publicity Association office, 
where Moby Dick (the motif on the 
delightful curtaining) now holds a 
watchful eye over the children, who 
are simply having a "whale of a 
time" amongst their new books. 

On the 25th August the library was 
officially opened by the then Provin- 
cial Under-Secretary, Mr. J.i.P. 
Levyns. The opening took place on 
the square in front of the library 
and was attended by some 50 people, 
the other speakers were the Mayor, 
Cr. H.E. Stent, Bishop Stainton, 
chairman of the Library committee, 
and Mr. Friis. 

Over the past few months things 


have gone on apace in this library - 
keeping the librarian and her assis- 
tant on their toes, so much so that 
the librarian has lost ten pounds in 
less than three months. 
there are no vacancies 

The other libraries in the region, 
Uniondale and Willowmore have kept 
up the good work,despite the limited 


Please note, 


accommodation 

Two other centres were opened in 
the region, the first being a depot 
at Dutton’s Cove, and the second a 
Non-European depot at Plettenberg 
Bay. Both are attractive depots, 
promising well for the future. A 
rather quaint touch comes from Plet- 
tenberg Pay, where the young son of 
a local police officer is reported 
as saying "Ek gaan nou Bruin speel, 
sodat ek ook boeke kan kry" 

The first of three film-shows 
given during October, was arranged 
by the Middel-Langkloof V.L.V. The 
depot here is a very active one, and 
this field of library extension was 
very much appreciated by the members. 

In conclusion, we again return to 
Knysna, where two most successful 
film shows were held on the 23rd 
October, the first was by way of an 
experiment, when 70 wide-eyed young- 
sters crowded into the children’s 
room for a show given with the pana- 
scope-viewer. As it was strongly 
felt that the films are there to 
either supplement the book, or draw 
attention to the book, it was de- 


cided to show three films of varied 
interest. We chose: - 

Sleeping Beauty 

Birds that eat fish 

Children of Japan 
In the first case both an English 
and an Afrikaans edition of this 
favourite was held up for the child- 
ren before the delightful silhouette 
film was projected. Probably the 
proudest youngster there was the one 
to whom had just been issued "Die 
Slapende Prinsessie". 

The short but excellent film on 
birds held them all enthralled, and 
definitely resulted in the removal 
of all the 598.2’s from the shelf. 
As regards the last film, I feel it 
is a great shame that there are not 
more of this type available for 
children. On the showing that day 
it would result in bringing about 
a greater demand for juvenile books 
on the other countries. (We are 
aware of the demand, but there is a 
very limited supply of really good 
films of this type - Ed.). 

From our point of view we felt 
amply rewarded for giving the show, 
when a large percentage of the 
children went out of their way to 
express their thanks. 

The same evening the local branch 
of the N.C.W. became the first orga- 
nization in Knysna to show films 
borrowed through the Knysna library. 
Four films of wide and varied appeal 
were shown, and the audience was 
asked to comment freely on the 
films. Books relating to the sub- 
jects dealt with by the films were 
also on display, and the evening was 
voted a great success by the 60 
people present.
